The recognition series dates to 1972 
when the Chancellor's Awards for Ex- 
cellence in Teaching were created. 
Later, the program was expanded to 
honor librarians and members of the 
professional service for distinguished 
performance. A SUNY-wide advisory 
committee of peer professionals makes 
recommendations for each group of 
awards, reviewing nominations from 
faculty, students and _ colleagues 
throughout the 64 campus system. 

Each award winner receives a me- 
dallion suitable to be worn at com- 
mencements, honors convocations, and 
other academic ceremonies. 

Chancellor Johnstone, in his letter to 
recipients, cited their “superb teaching”

4-Year Degree More Accessible 
Through BCC 


On June 7th President Dellow signed an 
agreement with Regents College which will 
make it easier for local working adults to ob- 
tain a bachelor’s degree. The Memorandum 
of Understanding, signed at a news confer- 
ence on campus, will allow students to take 
courses beyond the associates degree at 
BCC which can then be applied toward a 
four-year degree at the Albany based col- 
lege. 

Regents College was founded in 1970 as 
an external degree program within the State 
Education Department. The Board of Regents 
serves as the Trustees of the institution. The 
College is accredited by Middle States and 
has approximately 14,000 active students. It 
offers bachelors degrees in Liberal Arts, 
Business, Nursing, and Technology. Al- 
though it has no classrooms or professors, 
Regents College awards bachelor’s degrees 
to thousands of students each year by recog- 
nizing work finished at other colleges and 
giving credit for knowledge accumulated 
outside the traditional classroom. BCC has 
entered into this agreement in order to ex- 
pand the educational opportunities available 
to local residents.

1989-90 Foundation 
Revenues Hit 
All-Time High 


The combination of Annual Fund re- 
ceipts, new gifts to endowment and rev- 
enue generated by endowment and 
trusts totaled $1,107,350 for the BCC 
Foundation's 1989-90 fiscal year. This is 
the highest single-year revenue ever 
generated for the college by the Foun- 
dation, according to Foundation Ad- 
ministrator Roger Hartman. 

The 1989-90 Annual Fund, which had 
a goal of $268,000, reached $277,000 by 
June 30, the end of the Foundation’s fis- 
cal year. The dollar amount raised was 
an 11% increase over that raised in 
1988-89. In addition to this amount, an- 
other $7,350 was donated for two spe- 
cific capital purchases. 

Besides Foundation staff, 125 volun- 
teers headed by Corporate and Com- 
munity Friend chairpersons Paul Den- 
ning and Pat Sissenstein assisted in the 
Annual Fund. Also, Thomas Rossi 
served as chairman of the Faculty/Staff 
campaign. Rossi is a professor of busi- 
ness at the college. 

An additional $573,000 was received 
in new gifts to endowment. The largest 
of these, worth $400,000, was from the 
Estate of Alexander and Christine 
Naylor. The late Mr. Naylor was the 
president of Fairbanks Company in 
Binghamton for many years. Future in- 
come from this gift will be used for 
Engineering Science scholarships and 
for unrestricted purposes. 

Another $100,000 was received upon 
the dissolution of the John Ross Duff 
Foundation of Binghamton. This fund, 
which memorializes the late John Ross 
Duff, a teacher at Binghamton North 
High School, will provide scholarships 
for BCC engineering technology gradu- 
ates who are transferring to four-year 
colleges. 

The remaining $73,000 represents nine 
gifts to establish or increase endowed 
funds. The new funds are the Mark R. 
Hinkley Memorial Fund, the Mary E. 
Schum Memorial Endowment Fund and 
the Hazel Wilcox Memorial Fund. 

Endowed and trust income for 1989-90 
was $250,000. This income was gener- 
ated by current endowment and trusts, 
which is approximately $4 million, in- 
cluding the above mentioned funds. 

“This has been an exceptionally good 
year for the Foundation and the Col- 
lege,” says Hartman. "The college and 
its students are receiving another signif- 
icant increase in program support as a 
result.” 

Program support for 1990-91 will in- 
crease from $316,850 to $381,000. This 
growth is the direct result of the success 
of the 1989-90 Annual Fund and the in- 
creased endowment.

Foundation 
Announce $200,000 
Grant to Broome 
Community College 


The Board of Directors of the Stewart 
W. and Willma C. Hoyt Foundation an- 
nounced a multi-year grant of $200,000 
to the BCC Foundation on behalf of 
Broome Community College. 

This major grant is the first made to 
meet a portion of a $500,000 challenge 
grant received by the College in No- 
vember, 1989 from the Dr. G. Clifford 
and Florence B. Decker Foundation. In 
addition to the challenge grant, the 
Decker Foundation contributed an out- 
right grant of $500,000. Once the chal- 
lenge grant is met, therefore, a total of 
$1.5 million in private funding will be 
available for the renovation of the cur- 
rent 901 Front Street Building on the 
BCC campus and a major addition to 
that building to create the Decker 
Health Science Center. The remainder 
of the funds required for the project, the 
total cost of which is estimated at $8 mil- 


Broome Community College and the 
Association of Community College 
Trustees. His dedication and support for 
all facets of the State University has 
earned him the admiration and respect 
of students, faculty and administrators 
and the members of College Councils 
and Community College Boards of 
Trustees who he has worked with. 
SUNY, and especially its community 
colleges, has grown and prospered be- 
cause of his leadership.

The Fac- 
ulty Council provides a forum and 
structure for community college faculty 
to communicate with SUNY Trustees, 
the Chancellor of the State University, 
Deputy to the Chancellor for Commu- 
nity Colleges, College Presidents, and 
College Trustees. In addition, the FCCC 
provides an opportunity for campus del- 
egates to communicate with each other, 
exchange ideas, share information and 
collectively pursue professional devel- 
opment.

Also, by being in one location, it will 
provide for the sharing of equipment, 
labs and student locker space and the 
sharing and better utilization of clerical 
staff.

5. Improving planning and admin- 
istration of the division by plac- 
ing the dean's office with the 
programs. 

The BCC Foundation and the Col- 
lege’s Sponsored Programs office will 
continue to fulfill the remaining $300,000 
in the Decker Challenge Grant from 
area, regional and national sources. If 
all funding is approved, including 
County and State, construction is 
planned to commence in 1992, with 
completion planned for 1994. 

The seven health science programs at 
BCC are: Dental Hygiene, Medical As- 
sisting, Medical Laboratory Technology, 
Medical Record Technology, Nursing, 
Physical Therapist Assistant, and Ra- 
diologic Technology. 

The Stewart W. and Willma C. Hoyt
